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In every government tliere In ;i su- 
preme and absolute power Whose func- 
tion is to make laws. In ibis colony 
that power is vested in the Governor 
the Legislative Council, and tlic House 
of Assembly. These* three constitute the 
Legislature "of the colony. Our Legisla- 
ture is a miniature of the Imperial Par 
liamcnt: the Governor represents the 
Monarch ; the Legislative Council is bur 
IJouse. of Lords, and the House of As- 
sembly our House of Commons. 

The" Governor is appointed by the 
Grown, the colony having no voice in 
his appointment. In his character of 
Legislator he lias power to approve or 
reject: this veto power is unlimited. In 
that respect it differs from the veto pow- 
er possessed by the President of the 
United States, and the Governors of the 
States of the American Union. Then 
the veto power is limited,— a two-third 
vote of Congress will overrule the veto 
of the President, and the same rule holds 
good as regards Slate Legislatures. 

The Legislative Council is formed by 
.the Governor appointing the members; 
but the appointment must be confirmed 
by the Crown. The Council cannot, it 
is said, exceed seven in number, except 
with the consent of Her Majesty. It was 
organized with four members ; two have 
since resigned, and one has lately been 
appointed. Their is nothing in our con- 
stitution limiting their term of office • 
consequently they are virtually members 
for life. The Council can originate any 
hill,- except a money hill. 

The House of Assembly, under our 
Constitution, is wholly a representative 
body. The members must be elected 
by the people : no one can constitution 
ally hold a seat there except by election 
The House can originate any bill ; hut. it 
is the distinctive and peculiar right of 
the Assembly to originate all money bills. 
There being no law limiting the duration 
of the House, it cannot he dissolved ex- 



cept by passing an act. with the consent 
of the two other branches, or by the 
Governor, in virtue of his prerogative, 
declaring it dissolved, which he may do 
at any lime. He has also the power to 
order a new election. 

In order for a bill to become law, it 
must receive the assent of each branch 
of the Legislature. The assent of one 
or two out of the three branches, is not 
sufficient to make a law binding on the 
people. To this, however, there is an 
anomalous exception in the privilege 
which each House possesses of making 
laws, etc., for their own government. 

The manner of creating the Council 
here* differs from the mode adopted in 
Canada. There the Legislative Council 
is elected directly by the people, ami hold 
their seats longer than I lie members of 
the Assembly. By holding Dfllce for u 
longer period than the Lower House, 
their position is considered more, or 
sufficiently, conservative to act as a 
wholesome check to innovation. The 
way of forming the Council hero has 
been the u'eneral practice of the colonies: 
nit the system is about exploded. Be- 
cause in other colonies the Council has 
been proved to he of no xalue asa chock 
to ultra-measures, when the executive 
could increase the number of the Coun- 
cil either to pass or reject a measure. If 
our Council was made elective, it would 
be found an excellent improvement; and 
its independence wou?'l be better secured. 
The itrnoticfl f>r lh« CnitnHi ■«> :ipli!it;> with 

closed doors is very objectionable, — and 
should be immediately n!tcreu>o as to 
conform to the universal practice i:: oth- 
er colonies. The tendency of open par- 
liamentary debates is not only a gratifi- 
cation to the people, but it enables them 
to watch more closely the progress of 
public affairs,— and is consequently a 
safeguard. of their rights. 

In organizing new and free colonies 
be. people have an unquestioned right-to 
lemand of their sovereign the same con- 
stitutional privileges which they enjoyed 
in Great Britain. A) comm

gation— to the Forks via Tort Yale, ev- 
ery mile of which would traverse a rich 
mining region, which can never derive, 
any benefit from the Lillooet road. A 
good wagon road to Fort Vale, and n 
mule trail thence equal lo the best iu 
California, and which can he kept open 
'at all seasons, can be made at a moderate, 
expense ; and I venture to say, that hid 
a moiety of the amount squandered on 
the Lillooet route been appropriated for 
this purpose, we should now have r> 
good practicable road for packing, and 
thousands who were driven from their 
claims by impending starvation, would 
ho.ve remained during the winter, and by 
their labor contributed to the prosperity 
of the colony. During the past season 
individual enterprise has done much to- 
wards improving this trail, cut olfs have 
been discovered which have shortened it 
some 20 miles ; and even in its present 
condition mules have crossed some two 
months aftcr.it had been closed by snow 
according to tfao published letters of 
newspaper correspondents from the Up- 
per Lraser, who had probably never been 
in its vicinity. 

I trust that the government will take 
this matter in hand in the right way, not 
by sending an army of commissaries 
and sub-commissaries, and clerks, and 
supernumeraries, but by giving contract

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In the spring Vancouver's Island will 
he liberated from its thraldom to tlio II. 
B. Co. Then wo will be asked by the 
Imperial Government to provide, means 
to support our Civil List and incidental 
expenses, — and make those public im- 
provements essential to Ihe prosperity of 
the country. Wc will be told that the 
Home Government will doall in its pow- 
er tu promote our interests in order to 
build up a loyal colony ; but that the 
policy of England is to make every col- 
ony self-supporting, and nota lax on the 
Imperial Treasury, — and it is presumed 
that Vancouver's Island will not be an ex 
ception. England will express her readi 
ness to protect onr persons and property 
both at home and abroad, by her army 
and navy, without cost to the country ; 
beyond that the colony cannot be an ex- 
pense to the mother country. Taking 
for granted— according to standing or- 
ders relative lo other colonies — that she 
will pursue this course with us, we ask 
if the colony is prepared for the crisis? 
Considering the quiet way in which 
things are moving, and the want of con- 
sideration which is given to the subject, 
w e fear that our freedom and our respon- 
sibilities will be. announced together, only 
to find ourselves unprepared for the en- 
joyment of the one, because unable to 
bear the burdens of the other. Our As- 
sembly are as ignorant of the real situa- 
tion of the country relatively to the II. 
II. Co. and England as babes unborn. 
Neither have they made anj effort lo dis- 



perse the Egyptian gloom which over- 
spreads their minds on this subject. 
Rulers and people arc alike: to them thr 
rights or position of the colony now or 
on thr, expiration of the II. B. Co's char- 
ier, is a sealed hook, — and no one at- 
tempts to break the seal.

This we believe 
to be the most enlightened mode of d( 
riving revenue ; but hitherto the great 
difficulty here has been to convince the 
people of the necessity of it even foj lo- 
cal improvements, few in number; and 
we may well ask what will they say when 
required to support a heavy Civil List in 
addition ? Experience has proven that 
every body dislikes the Tax Collector; 
whilst the Custom House officer is a per- 
fect gentleman. Hence we doubt very 
much the practicability of direct taxation 
except for county purposes. If the sup- 
porters of a free port will show us that 
the people am willing to support the 
government by direct taxation, we will be 
satisfied to assist, in carrying it out.

Appended will be found a communi- 
cation from His Excellency Lieut.

Present — Hon. Speaker Ilelmckcri, 
'Pemberton, Vales, Skinner, Dr. Kennedy 
and McKay, Estjrs. 

The record of last meeting was read 
and approved. 

The Speaker — The business of (lie day 
liefere the Hou^e, is the notice of a mo- 
tion for an address to His Excellaricy, 
praying him to reserve lands lor school 
and oilier purposes^ also the Decimal 
Currency hill. 

Mr. Pemlierton — I have a petition from 
Alex. C. Anderson, asking the House to 
pass an aet to incorporate, the Victoria 
Navigation Company, which I will read 
with permission of the House. 

Leave granted, and petition referred 
1o Committee of the. Whole. 

Mr. Yates — I move " that application 
lie made to I lis Excellency the C n ernor, 
for information whether "the government 
can remove the Indians, by purchase, 
from the Indian reserve, Victoria har- 
lio ua ; and if the government has not 
the power, His Excellency will please in- 
form the House wherein it is powerless " 

Mr. McKay — The Solicitor Cencral has 
already given the information by warn- 
ing parties who have hired a portion of 
the reserve to quit. 

The motion passed. 

Mr. Skinner— I move that the bill "to 
quiet titles," he read a first time. 

Mr. Mciiay — I second it. 

Motion passed, and hill read first time. 

Mr. McKay — I move that an address 
be prevented to His Excellency Gov. 
Douglas, asking to reserve 100 acres of 
land in each of the districts of St ake, 
Esquimau, Cowitchcn, and Metr.hosin, 
for educational purposes; also, -UK) 
acres in each district for other purposes; 
and that the hest land he chosen. 

Mr. Pemberton — I object to any land 
being appropriated for School purposes, 
—or for the Church. What reserva- 
tions had been made were found to make 
more trouble than they were, worth. In 
Canada they were the ■'nut-re of univer- 
sal discontent, till they were broken up by 
the government. I am opposed to the 
motion entirely. 

Hon. Speaker— If the reservation for 
Victoria School had been kept, it would 
have beeii to-day a good source from 
which lo provide revenue to support the 
School. I think this a very necessary 
measure. 

Mrssrs. McKay and Skinner were in 
favor of the motion. 

Mr. PembortoTv—The 700 acres at 
Nannhno were, useless; and in support of 
which he said be would refer to the lion, 
member for Nanaimb. I ask the House 
to permit me to record my protest 
against the motion. 

The motion passed, 

Mr. Skinner — I move that the bill en- 
titled "An Act to grant Inns and Boej 
Houses semi-annual licenses," be read a 
second time. 

Mr. Yates seconded it. 

Dr. Kennedy — I move in amendment 
that " quarterly" be substituted for "hair 
yearly." 

Mr. Votes — I would enquire, Mr. 
Speaker, if the Council of this colony is 
a Privy or Legislative Council? From 
their mariner of debating with closed 
doors, 1 think it is a Privy Council. 

Mr. Pemberton— I do not think it a 
Legislative Council. It should he known 
as the Council, and ibis House, as the 
Legislative Assembly. 

Hon. Speaker— It is a Legislative 
Council : but as that is not the question 
before the House, I must rule this dis- 
boursc relative to Legislative Council out 
uf order. 

Dr. Kennedy's amendment not being 
seconded, the motion passed. 
Mr. Pemberton— I move the second

Mr. Skinner — I would like to know 
when the road from Victoria to Esqui- 
mau will be improved, as nothing has 
been done. 

Mr. Pemberton— Six hundred pounds 
has been appropriated for that purpose : 
but I have no control over the money. 
A Tery little has been done, owing to not 
having the funds at my command. 

Mr. Skinner — 1 think that the condi- 
tion of Mill Creek bridge, Esquimau, 
should be improved, as it was very dan- 
gerous. 

Mr. Pemberton — 1 think that the pro- 
prietors of lands in Hie neighborhood 
should appropriate sometl : v for the i 
purpose ; and that the land fund should i 
not pay for every thing relating to olo 
roads. 

Hon. Speaker — 1 will inquire into the 
matter, and inform the House.

Hon. Speaker — I move that a Selccl 
Committee bo appointed to immire into 
improvements of Victoria harbour ; also 
empowered to call to their assistance en- 
gineers; and also to report on the prac- 
ticability of a canal at Portage Inlet to 
connect Esquimau with Victoria.
